There will be no paper sent ‘by the city 
council asking the state railroad com- 
mission to regulate the Street car, the

And Lone Citizen Lee wins out. 

The joint council did not take a formal 
vote at the meeting yesterday, but every 
member except , Councilman’ Terrell 
agreed that there was no necessity of 
asking any interference and that if there 
“Was anything needing regulation it could 
be done at home. 

That was exactly 
Lee. said. 

The lone citizen, however, was not 
@lone this time, for there were others 
and all of them were exactly of his way 
of thinking, for when he concluded his 
speech he was given round after round 
of applause. 

Among other things, the lone citizen 
Said that he wanted to issue a defi to 
an afternoon paper which had criticized 
him. He said that he would select a 
citizen and the afternoon paper could 
do the same, and these two could select 
@ third; thege three citizens could ques- 
tion the first 100 men who came along 
and if a majority of them said he was 
right, then the paper would have to pay 
$50«to-e-charitable institution: if a ma- 
jority said the paper was right then he 
would pay over the money. 

What the Result Was. 

The result of the joint committess’ 
Second session to act on Councilman Ter- 
rell’s ordinance to memorialize the rail- 
road commission to regulate the gas, 
Street car and telephone companies wae 
that the paper will be reported upon ad- 
versely and that the Bell telepnone com- 
pany will be asked to take up the ques- 
tion of better service. 

This was agreed to by Aldermen Pe- 
ters, Beutell, Quillian and Curtis and 
Councilmen Grant and Huddleston. Coun- 
cilman Terrell alone took the opposite 
view. 

Because of the absence of President 
Gentry, of the Bell telephone ocmpany, 
definite action was postponed until Tues- 
day afternoon at 3 o'clock. 

There was a boomerang at the very 
opening of the meeting. Councilman Ter- 
rell gave Richmond's street car com- 
pany as a sample of cheap fares, and 
President Arkwright, of the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company, arose 
and stated that the Richmond street car 
company was in the hands of a receiver 
and ‘“‘busted.’’ 

Mr. Terrell said he could show that it 
was not cheap fares that caused this. 

Cc. J. Simmons, who is president of 
the Atlanta telephone company, made a 
talk in behalf of the street car com-

Lone Citizen Lee Speaks. 

The lone citizen said he had ascertain- 
ed tnat the street car company had in- 
creased the wages of its employees this 
year from I! and 15 cents an hour to 
16 and 22 cents an hour. 

“The company has been liberai,” he 
said “and we don't want any Hoke 
smith railroad commission meddling with 
it just now.” 

He said that when the city owned the 
gas company the price of gas was $5, 
and now it was cnly $!, when labor and 
coal were higher than they used to be. 

“JT want to tell you why I am no 
longer a Hoke Smith man,” he said. “I 
was for him when he ran because he 
promised to get us such railroad leg- 
islation as would benefit us, the com- 
mon people. His railroad commission 
has reduced freight and passenger 
rates, but it has resulted in having the 
improvements stopped and good men 
fired. The railroads may be bluffing, 
but we can’t call the bluff and will 
have to suffer. Rates have gone down, 
but prices still gc up and that isn't 
helping the common people much, That 
is why I have flopped, and am not any 
longer a Hoke Smith kind of a man. 
The Hoke Smith administration is not 
giving satisfaction to the people. Just 
think of the poor motorman who 
stands out in the cold to haul you over 
town, and remember that this sort of 
agitation will get his wages cut down. 
I beg of you, gentlemen, not to let the 
railroad commission meddle with our 
home affairs. It has already done the 
people enough harm.” 

Lone Citizen Lee then made his “defi” 
to an afternoon paper and sat down 
amidst a storm of applause.

Ferry Boat Goes Down While 
Crossing the Tombigbee 
Near Jackson, Ala 


ONE WHITE BOY DROWNED 
AND FIFTEEN WEGROES 


River Where the Boat Capsized Is 
Very Treacherous—Boy Who Was 
Drowned Was Visiting Fa- 
ther, Who Has Charge of 
Government Works. 


Mobile, <Aila., September 26.—Leslie 
Vernuille, a white boy of Mobile, and 
fifteen negroes were drowned in the 
Tombigbee river at McGrews shoals, 
shortly after noon today, while. cross- 
ing the river in a ferry boat from the 
fovernment’s works, where they were 
employed. They were on their way to 
dinner when the accident occurred. 

About mid-stream the little boat) 
drifted beyond control of the men into 
the rapids and soon capsized. Two of 
the negroes in the boat scrambled on 
top as it overturned, but the other 
occupants were thrown into the swift 
current and were drowned almost in- 
stantly. On account of the strong 
undertow rescue work.was impossible. 

Late this evening two of the bodies, 
both negroes, were recoverel and the 
others are being dragged for, a large 
force of men being at work with drag 
nets. 

The young white boy drowned is the 
son of W. B. Vernuille, the chief en- 
gineer in charge of the government 
works at the shoals. Their home is in 
Oakdale, a subuTrb of Mobile. The boy 
was not employed at the works, but 
was there on a visit to his father and 
was returning home when the accident 


occurred.

It was stated to the jury that’ the 
idea making money out of the timber 
lands which the United States threw 
open to settlement in Idaho in tracts 
not to exceed (60 acres to any  in- 
dividual, and at a price not to exceed 
$2.50 per acre, originated with State 
Senator John Kincaid, one of the men 
indicted with Senator Borah. He 1s ai- 
leged to have gathered several men 
around him, among them tire late Gov- 
ernor Steunenberg and William Sweet, 
a mining man. These two, jit is aileged, 
put up the first $75, a joint note being 
the security by which tne alleged fraud 
was inaugurated. 

Governor Got Rich on Graft.

New York, September 26.—A somewhat 
remarkable feature was developed today 
at the government investigation of the 
Standard Oj] trust, when John G. Mil- 
burn, attorney for the oil company, 
frankly admitted that he had taught 
his client how to evade the Hepburn 
law. 

Lawyer Advised Dodging Law. 

This admission was made while ques- 
tions. were being put by Attorney Kel- 
logg, for the government, in regard to 
the pipe line station of the National 
Transit Company, a Stanaard Ol cor- 
poration, at Centre Bridge, Pa., on the 
New Jersey state line, which the com- 
pany contends is a terminal station. 

It jis contended by the government 
that the Centre Bridge station was built 
as a nominal delivery point in 1906 to 
evade the Hepburn act, which provided 
that pipe lMne carriers shal] supmit 
schedules of tariff to their terminals. 
It is the government’s view that the 
company’s real terminal is Bayonne, 
hae & 

In today’s hearing, Frank Kellogg, for 
the government, asked C. M. Payne, an 
employee of the Standard, who advised 
the building of the delivery tanks at 
Centre Bridge.

Were Attempting to Get Through 
Strata of Rock in Digging Well 
by the Use of Dynamite, 
Which Unexpectedly 
Exploded.

The Indiana Pipe Line Company, & 
subsidiary of the Standard Oj] Company, 
made a profit of $4,091,022 in 1906 on a 
tota] investment of $2,228,758, accord- 
ing to the company’s figures produced 
by George Chesbro, controller of the 
who ap- 
peared as a witness today in the fed- 
eral suit against the oil companies. Mr. 
Cnesbro testified that the Indiana Pipe 
Line Company was a common carrier 
and engaged only in the transportation 
of oil. * 

From balance sheets of the company, 
Frank B. Kellogg, conducting the gov- 
ernment’s case, sought to show that 
the Indiana company was making ex- 
cessive profits, and that ft maintained 
a high schedule of tariffs to prevent 
shipments of oil by independen: oil 
producers.

Hale Testifying for Himself 


Attacks the Character . 
of Lillie Davis, 


BAD IMPRESSION MADE 
BY EVIDENCE OF HALE 


He Declared Girl Killed Herself Be- 
cause He Had Threatened to 
Leave—Testimony of Hale’s 
Witnesses Was Shaken. 
Jury Will Probably 
Get Case Today. 


Bristol, Va., September 26.—Ack Hale, 
who is on trial at Blountville for the 
murder of Lillie Davis, the crime hav- 
in been committed in East Hill cem- 
etery, in this city, last March, today 
took the stand in his own defense and 


Bave substantially the same version of 
the tragedy as when first arrested a 
few minutes after the fatal shot was 
fired. 

He Attacks Character of Girl. 

Hale made a sweeping denial of the 
charge of murder, and contradicted al] 
the witnesses for the prosecution as to 
the events of the afternoon and even- 
ing on which the girl met her death. 
He testified that he had been intimate 
with his alleged victim, but officers 
were called in rebuttal, who declared 
that he denied while under arrest that 
there ha@ been any intimacy between 
them. In several other tmportant par- 
ticulars Hale’s story was shaken upon 
cross-examination or by rebuttal evti- 
dence. 

His positive denial of having mis- 
treated the girl at any time or in any 
Way during the buggy drive preceding 
her death, when the evidence of a 
number of reputable witnesses shows 
that he treated her cruelly several 
times during the afternoon, produced a 
bad impression and evidently weakened 
his case. 

Swears Girl Killed Herself. 

Hale’s version of the tragedy was 
that the girl committed suicide. He 
said that when thev entered the cem- 
etery she was in an intoxicated condi- 
tion and was begging him not to leave 
Bristol, declaring that if he did she 
would kill herself. -_He would not yield 
to her entreaties to remain in the city. 
They sought‘a grassy plot and sat down 
and -before he could realize it. she 
picked up his pistol, which was lying 
on the ground, and sent’a bullet into 
her breast: ~~ 

‘A number of witnesses for the de- 
fense were placed on the stand today, 
but the result of the testimony was 
not largely to the advantage of the 
prisoner. One of them, a woman from 
Knoxville, was impeached and the 
stories told by the others were of little 
value to the cause of the defense after 
cross-examination. 

Case Will Go to Jury Teday. 

The state rested its case at 9 ‘o'clock 
this morning and when court adjourned 
this evening the defense had finished. 
The trial is pr6gressing rapidly and it 
is expected that by noon tomorrow al] 
the rebuttal testimony will have been 
taken and the argument will begin. The

The report rec- 
ommends a measure introduced in the 
last.session of congress Known as the 
credit currency bill. The provisions of 
the proposed act were made known to 
the convention by A. B. Hepburn, of 
New York, qhairman of the commis- 
sion. The report was adopted, and 
the commission was continued and its 
powers enlarged. 

An attack upon the plan of the com- 
mission, was made bya number of west- 
ern delegates, especially by A. J. Frame, 
of Michigan, who contended that. the 
primary cause of. money shortage in the 
United States was due to over-specula- 
tion, and that the credit currency pian 
pointed backward to. elghteenth cen- 
tury fatism. As an alternative he ad- 
vocated a central reserve fund. He was 
Supported in his views by a number of 
other members, to all of whom Con- 
gressman Charles N. Fowler, of New 
Jersey, chairman of the house commit- 
‘ee on banking and currency, replied in 
a stirring speech. He declared that 
this country is the only one without 
form of credit currency. 

Chairman Hepburn, of tne commission 
which prepared the credit currency res- 
Olution presented its findings to the 
convention, 

When Mr. Hepburn fintshed a motion 
was made to continue the currency 
commission, and immediately there was 
a& protest from Delegate Yates. of 
Omaha. He said there was no public 
Sentiment for the Hepburn bill. 

The convention, by. a viva voice vote, 
approved the Hepburn bill, which fa- 
vors credit currency.

There can be no better evidence ox 
the signal success Of the probation sys- 
tem for dealing with crime among the 
juvenile portion of the population of ‘the 
city than the figures of Officer Gloer 
taken from the city stockade records 
showing the number of youthful criml- 
nals confined there before and after the

The disposal 
of the case depends upon the nature Of 
the offence, the character of the offend- 
er and the offender's home conditions. 
The child is placed on probation under 
the careful surveilance of the probation 
officer who not only looks after the 
child but also sees to it that the parents 
do their part to bring about the reform, 
In case the child has no parent or Suar- 
dian he has one appointed for him by 
the court. Officer Gloer keeps in close 
touch with the boys. They all love him 
and feel that in him they have a true 
friend.

THE MAIN POINT AS TO STOVES. 


It is with regret that The Constitution finds itself competied to differ 
with so genial a gentleman and so able a business man as Mr. Sam D. Jones, 
president of the Atlanta Stove Works. 

We are ready to concede that Mr. Jones’ knowledge on the subject of 
stoves, in general, is far superior to-our own; we do not claim to be versed 
in the principles upon which they are built. But prices of stoves and freight 
rates on stoves are matters as to which information is easily obtained; it 
may be had for the asking, and we most respectfully submit that in /his 
statement, published elsewhere today, Mr. Jones omitted some of the very 
important and. nertinent facts. 

To go back a little bit. When the subject of reduced rates of freight | 
was before the railroad commission two years ago, from no source Was the | 
clamor for reduction louder or more persistent than from the manufacturers 
of stoves. One of the principle reasons given as to why these reductions | 
should be made was that THE BURDEN UPON THE PEOPLE was “the! 
excessive freight rates which the railroad commission has permitted the rail- | 
roads to charge.” It was a direct appeal in behalf of the people, the whole | 
people. It was largely for that reason that The Constitution urged the re- 
ductions and commended them when made—that it went into its pocket to| 
The commission made | 
the reductions; the railroads fonght them; the courts sustained them; today | 
they are in effect. 

Close upon the court’s declaration of the validity of these reduced rates, 
Joseph M. Brown, then raiJroad commissioner, made the startling discovery 
that the prices of stoves and other products had been advanced not only 
to the extent of absorbing reductions in effect and soon to go into effect. 
but far beyond that figure. It is the announcement of this discovery that is 
believed by many to have been responsible for the removal of Mr. Brown 
from.the commission by the governor, but that is neither here nor there. 
In his card dealing with the situation’ generally and in detail, Mr. 
Brown said: 

It is a significant fact that the notice of this advance of 5 per cent 
in the price of stoves was promu! gated by the stove trust during the 
identical week in which ‘the supre me court of Georgia*handed down its 
decision sustaining the order of t he_railroad commission to reduce the 
rates in Georgia on stoves, Thus t he stove manufacturers, at the very 
time when the freight rates on stoves are lower than they have ever 
been, are forcing the people to pa y the highest prices which have for 


many years been charged for stoves. 
Based upon the discovery set forth in Mr. Brown’s card, The Constitu- 


tion, Hon. Thomas E. Watson and others—now termed “mischief makers’”— 
took up the matter and ventured to ask what bad become of the promfse 
that reduced freight rates were to mean LOWER PRICES TO THE PEOPLE. 
It was not and is not now denied that the promise was made; it is clear that 
it has not been fulfilled. | | 
It has not been claimed that the National Association of Stove Manu- | 
facturers regulated the prices of stoves in this territory, nor has it even 
been suggested that Mr. Jones was a member of that association. 

The Southern Stove Manufacturers’ Association covers the southern ter- 
ritory; it is, evidently, one of those local associations which Mr. Jones ad- 
mits “discuss” prices and other things pertaining to the trade. It will proba- 
bly not be disputed that the Atlanta Stove Works, of which M”*. Jones is 
president, is a member of the Southern Stove Manufacturers’ Association. 

The Southern Stove Manufacturers’ Association, at a» meeting held in 
Birmingham on March 20 last, advanced the selling price of stoves 5 per cent. 
Is not that true, Mr. Jones? 

Mr. Jones attended the annual meeting and banquet of the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce on the night of March 19 last, at which time he was 
retiring president, and left that meeting during the evening, stating that he 
had to attend an important meeting in Birmingham the next day. 

It was the next day, March 20—was it not, Mr. Jones?—that the South- 
ern Stove Manufacturers’ Association met in Birmingham and ordered the | 
increase of five per cent in the selling price of stoves, an advance which | 
later on in the spring went into effect.

Jones says: 
“Unless conditions get onsler, I fear we will have to again advance 


prices.” 
The argument is identical with that advanced by the railroads, not in 


behalf of increased rates, but to prevent reductions. We do not question 
the justice of the reductions; we have consistently approved them—approved 
them in behalf of the people to benefit - whom it was announced they were 
made, but what we fail to see is the consistency of ignoring the argument 
in one instance, and using it in another to justify enormously increased 
prices of a manufactured product which the public is compelled to have just 
as much as it is compelled to have transportation. It looks as if sauce for 
the goose and sauce for the gander were two wholly different articles here. 
The admission of Mr. Jones that one year the Atlanta Stove Works 
made a net profit of 100 per cent—qualified later by the statement that it 
was somewhat smaller, but stil] large—is interesting. The railroad that 
made a profit of anything like that would be charged with forty-three dif- 
ferent kinds of robbery. It is claimed to have been due to the increased | 
price of raw materials which were bought before the price went up. Does. 
the fact that a manufacturer secures his raw materials at a low. price 
justify him in increasing the price of his finished product to consumer be- 
cause of an advance in the market rate which in nowise affected him? 
Jones says it is just as easy for the manufacturer to lose as the. result 
of a drop in the price of raw materiais as it is for him to make money on 
an advance. It is true that all business enterprises sometimes suffer loss 
in times of general stringency, and railroads along with the others, but would 


that justify the railroad in exacting from its patrons 100 per cent net profit, 
or even the tenth of that amount, in times that are good? 

We make no question that the manufacturer is entitled to whatever ben- | 
efit he may derive in the way of facilitating sales in his home state from

S. D. JONES DISCUSSES 
THE RATES ON STOYES 


(From The Atlanta Journal.) 

Mr. Sam D. Jones, president of the Atlanta 
Stove works, was sen by a reporter of The 
Journal and asked in regard to the editorial 
in @ morning paper. He said he did not de- 
Sire to say anything, but upon being urged he 
said in reply to the question: What about 
the so-called stove ‘trust? 

“There is and never has been any stove 
trust or .combination. There is a stove as- 


; Suciation which has had, so I have been 


told, a desultory sort of existence for per- 
haps thirty yedrs. I have never attended 
but one meeting of the National Stove As- 
sociaton. Not one single word was said about 
the price of stoves at that meeting. I have 
been told that it has never in its thirty 
years of existence ever once discussed the 
subject of prices or ;attempted in any way 
to make or fix prices. 

“There are local associations which 
up likewise a desuitory existence, a part of 
the manufacturers attend them and some 
do not. It is wholly a voluntary organiza- 
tion and when they meet they discuse any 
and everything tending to improve the busi- 
ness, such ag patterns, styles of stoves, raw 
materials, prices on same, thelr quality and 
sources of supply, molding machine@™ best 
modes of packing cars, shipping goods, in 
short, any and everything of interest to the 
trade that will tend to better and improve 
it in any way. No action, however, it may 
suggest or -Tecommend has any binding force 
on anybody. It has no pledges, no forfei- 
tures, no system of reports, no penalties of 
any kind, in short, if a person in attendance 
gets an idea from any meeting it is wholly 
optional with him as to whether he puts it 
into effect or not.’’ ts 

Alleged Advances False. 

“What about the reported advance you put 
on stoves when the supreme court decided 
the stove rate case?’’ 

‘There is not. so far as we are concerned, , 
a scintilla of truth In the statement. We did 
not at that time, nor have we since, ad- 
vanced our goods one penny. Such advances 
as We were compelled to make were made 
prior to that time, and the rates when put 


keep 


our customers paying the freight and getting 
every cent of the reduction, as they all 
know.’’ 

“‘What about the advance in stoves for the 
last two or three years?’’ 

“There have been and were obliged to be 
advances on goods because of the increased 
cost of raw material and labor. Between Jan- 
uary, 1904, and June, 1907, iron advanced 
from $10 per ton to $23 per ton, an increase 
of 130 per cent. The item of iron alone on a 
year’s supply for our plant makes $23,400 in- 
crease. We are paying our molders alone over 
$10,000 more per annum above board prices. 
All told, the increased cost of a year’s opera- 
tions are between $40,000 and $60,000 per year 
over normal conditions. We are obliged to 
put this increased cost into our product and 
this we have not fully done up to this time 
and unless conditions get ead@ier, I fear we 
will have to again advance prices.”’ 

“What about 100 per cent profit being made 
by the.stove plante?’’ 

“The manufacturing business is one of the 
most hazardous and uncertain of any line of 
business. Where a manufacturer has to con- 
tract for months and even a year ahead for

‘Well, you say you do not get any part o 
the freight rate and have not advanced prices 
since the supreme court decided the case, 
then, what benefit is the rate to you?’’ 

‘“‘We do not get one cent of this reduction 
out of the rate itself, nor do we add one 
penny to the price of the stove because of 
it. But the advantage of the rate to us con- 
sists in cutting our formerly excessively high 
rate down to or below that of our competitors 
and thereby enables us to sell goods in such 
a town, when we could not do so before with- 
out paying such excess rates as we had over 
that of our comobdetitors in other states. We 
belleved we were entitled to a lower rate to 
the towns {n our home state than distant com- 
petitors; made this question before the 
railroad commission, in the presence of half a 
dozen of the best railroad officials, to sift 
our application and the commission wnani- 
mously gave the rate. It was fought through 
four courts and the supreme court of the 
state twice decided in our favor. It would 
seem that the unanimous decision of the com- 
mission after a full hearing and the favorable 
decision of at least three of these courts 
should be pretty fair evidence that no great 
wrong was perpetrated in that case.’

Still on Demurrage. 

The railroad commission has appa- 
rentiy found the subject of demurrage a 
considerably more diffieult one than was 
anticipated.

The meetings have been attended by a 
number of well known shippers, men who 
handle a large number of cars of freight 
annually, as well as by representatives 
of many of the railroad companies of the 
siate, 

Upon certain rules governing storage 
and deniurrage, the shippers and the rail- 
road men have been able to agree. On 
others they are still wide apart. Dur- 
ing the discussion, however, it looked 
very much as if they were about to 
get together on the important subject o* 
reciprocal demurrage. The railroad rep- 
resentatives proposed a rule looking tc 
the payment to the shipper of 50 cents 
per car per day in case of delayed shir- 
ments. The railroads collect from. the 
shipper $i per day when a car ig not 
unloaded within the required time. The 
| shippers though they were  entitied 
to as much as the railroad compans. 
|The railroads made the point that their 
}eharge was for an actual storage ser- 
j} vice, while the amount to be paid the 
shipper was in the nature of a penalty. 

Finally Mr. Thompson, of the Southern 
railway, read the Virginia rule on this 
subject, which providea that in case of 
unnecessarily delayed shipments, the con- 
signee or owner of the car“may elect 
whether he ‘will submit ea claim for. de- 
murrage or for the actual damage sus- 
‘tained, but he cannot collect both. This 
plan seemed_to be satisfactory both to 
shippers and railroads, though no definite 
conclusion was reached regarding it. 

On the subject of failure to furnish 
ears for shipments, however,.the rail- 
roads and shippers are far apart. It 
ts the desire of the railroads to secure 
a rule which shall not prescribe a pen- 
alty for failure to furnish cars destined 
for points beyond their own line, and 
to make the penalty 60 cents a day for 
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new post-.

We jhave finally about formulated definite 
Dians gor our new Tabernadie enterprise, in 
which the public has been gracious enough to 
manifest coQsiderable interest gince the first 
announcement of the propos n. We there- 
fore take great pleasure in m % public the 
Status of our work and what is proposed. 

In studying the whole scheme and trying 
to Ddian for the best interest of all, we have 
found it much better and decidedly more 
Satisfactory to build our dormitory for young 
Women and the nurses’ home and training 
school on the ground rather than on top of 
the auditorium. The young women who have 
to work in offices especially do not desire 
their living apartments so much in the na- 
ture of the offices in which they spend their 
days at werk. This, primarily, has induced 
us to build these dormitories more in keep- 
ing with home life. 

The general plan, therefore, as now agreed 
upon, is to begin work on the young ladies’ 
dormitory just as soon as the plans and 
specifications are completed, which will be in 
the next two or three weeks. It will be built 

longside of the lot on which the new audi- 

rium is to be bullt. It wiil.be three gtories 
high and contain about fifty rooms. It will 
have a large dining room, so as to accommo- 
date not only those that live in the buiiding, 
but also transient women who desire reason- 
able board and proteciion while in fthe city. 
In this building will also be a reading room, 
@ reception room and a room to be fitted up 
“48 a class room where the night school will 
be conducted. 

When this building !s completed it Is 
planned to build the home or dormitory for 
our infirmary nurses, where the nurses’ 
training school jis conducted, and at the same 
time bulld the new infirmary. The plan 
agreed upon for the building of the infirmary 
does not make a draft upon the fund which 
fias already been subscribed for the general 
enterprise any further than to put the nurses’ 
home up and free the infirmary lots of a 
$7,000 indebtedness, which yet remains on that 
property. This will enable ‘the infirmary 
managers to erect the infirmary by issuing 
bonds and will give us the use of the new 
infirmary,.which is now so much in demand. 
The infirmary and nurses’ home will be on 
the two lots, corner of Bartow and Luckie 
streets, just opposite the Atlanta School of 
Medicine. 

When we have these three institutions pro- 
vided for we have met one of our greatest 
needs for the present and saved a vast ex- 
pense that we are now at for rent in the dif- 
ferent buildings where these different in- 
stitutions are conducted. It has been thought 
wise therefore to take care of them before 
building the auditorium. 

It is expected to get the young jadies’ dor- 
mitory building and the nurses’ home build- 
ing completed and the infirmary building on 
its way during this winter and spring; then 
by the opening up of fall to be ready to be- 
gin on the new auditorium proper, which is 
to be on the corner of Spring and Luckie 
streets. This auditorium is to be one of the 
most substantial and serviceable of its kind 
to be found in the ‘country.

New York, September 26.—The cotton market 
lost most of the advance today owing to the 
“failure of frost to appear in any locality 
where damage to cotton was probable, and 
liquidation by yesterday's buyers. The close 
Was steady at a net decline of 3 to 11 points. 
Sales for the day were estimated at 276,000 
bales. The opening was steady at unchang- 
ed prices to an advance of 4 points and dur- 
ing the first few minutes prices were about 
€ to 6 points net higher on the active months, 
owing to higher prices from Liverpool than 
expected, and continued reports of firmness 
in the southern spot market which were said 
to be selling well above a parity with futures. 
But the better weather in the belt caused 
@ g00d deal of selling by recent buyers and 
the market soon weakened under this pres- 
@ure which was increased by a renewal of 
bearish operations for the account of local 
professionals and Wall street. Reports from 
Fail River that spinners were not in the 
market at the current level, and a bearish 
interpretation of the’ @evelopments at 
Spinners’ convention at Charlotte yesterday, 
were among the bearish factors. The low 
level was reached in the late session and the 
close was only a po'nt or two up from the 
bottom. Southern spor market as officially 
weported were % cent higher. 


New Orleans Cotton. 

New Orleans, September 26.—Cotton spots 
closed firm with prices unchanged. Middling 
11%. Sales were 1,525 bales on the spot 
and 660 to arrive. Futures opened steady, 2

STOCK MARKET 


CONTINUES DULL 


Declining Tendeny Was More 
Marked Than Day Before 


New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Touches the Lowest Figure for 
Many Years-—Steel and Cop- 
per Stocks Were Com- 
paratively Firm, 


_New York, September 26.—The declining 
tendency of prices of stocks today was more 
marked than yesterday, although there was 
little change in the character of the’ market 
for its dullness and narrow professionalism. 
The incidents most harped upon . were the 
poor reception given to the announcement 
of subscription privileges on New York, New 
Haven and Hartford stock, and the approach 
of the October 1 settlements in the money 
market. The low temperatures in the west 
and the news that tne head of the Union 
Pacific system had undergone an operation 
also were employed by the bears with some 
effect in their attack on prices. Aggressive 
operations by a bear party were manifest in 
the dealings and coltamon report attributed 
the leadership of the movement to sdurces 
identical with large operations on that! side 
of the market, through the prolonged decline 
of the earlier part of the year. Pressuré cen- 
tered against the Pacifics and grangers 
and there also were some heavy offerings of 
United States steel. That stock and the 
coppers were comparatively firm, 
New York, New Haven and Hartford made 
a further decline to 140%, a figure lower than 
has been touched for many years. The pro- 
posed new stock issue proves larger than was 
anticipated and the issue price at 125 com- 
pares with an expectation that the offer 
Would be at 150, as the preceding issue. The 
incident was the occasion for much discussion 
bearing on the recent rapid expansion of 
Capital liabilities by some of the railroad 
companies noted for Yong Standing conserva 
tism and on tHe question of ability to mai é 
tain dividend returns on the new ca, ital.
